Inrefpéct of place, thofethat live in fennes, 
being more muddy and leffe exercifed , are fulkof excrements,

having much meat and little exercife, but they are not fo 
Fweet ariver filp, except they have been kept inrivers to 
fcoure themfelves , efp2cially if kept in ftanding ponds, not 
fed with continual {prings, nor refrefbed with freth wa 
gers: thofe of rivers, if troubled and defiled with the filth

This is the chief matter of meat and drink, by which the 
body of man is preferved, augmented, and jtrengthned , there 
is further to be obferved, that what is according to nature is to 
be preferved, a mean is alwayes to be followed , {uddain muta- 
_. tions ave to be avoided, things accujtomed are rot prefently to 

be left off, badies in exadi health are to be cherifhed with their 
Likes; thofe that recede from it, are by little and little, and mo- 
derately,to be reduced to the contrary; occult qualities are fo to 
be preferved that the temper of the body be not byt; the innate 
‘beat of all the parts is to be preferved by moderate heaters und 
binders. The Aire mot wholfome, must be temperate, pure, 
clean, thin, open, free , without any ill vapours, moi'tneffe or 
» Corruption, but moved with gentle winds, and ferene, and fea- 
fonable, {c. hot and moijt in [pring , bot and dry in fummer, 
cold and dry jn autumne, cold and moi}t in winter, fo for the 
months according to the quadrature of the moon, and for the

at the fame time, with the fame beat, and not being taken in 
too great a quantity, and it’s convenient; firm fle(h,thin blood, 


foeet phlegme, bitter gall, and fourifh melancholy being to be 


preferved; but they'mut be well prepared, orderlytaken, and 


no errour Committed in quantity, time, order and manner of — 


eating ; it’s neceffary in fickneffe alfo if compound, of which 
more particularly after. And as for the Quantity of meat, it ie 
eather full, increafing flefh; {pirits and bumourssand is fit for 
thofe that are young, growing, ftrong, lujty, and able to endure 
much exercife: er moderate, repairing flefh, {pirits , and hu- 
smonrs lojt 5 and is fittest for perfons of a midle health, of ax 
eftate of body neither perfecily frong , nov very weak: or elfe

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thin, leffening fle firits. and bumours for a time to preferue 
life, and the itriciet efpecially is tobe ufed, only where there 
are violent difeafes, caufed by fulneffe or corruption, where the 
fickneffe is abated by the fubsraétion of fufficient food. Alfo a 
man in health, mujt never eat to fatisfy, but rife with a quick. 
appetite. If drow{y, weary and heavy after eating,being before 
nimble c cheereful, it’s a figne that accujtomed meafure is ex~ 
ceeded; and that the quantity mut be diminijhed , till fuch in- 


conveniences ceafe, If after meals, there be unfitneffe for the 


actions of the mind, as {tudy,contemplation, and ether funtti~- 


ons of the mind and body, then the due proportion is exceeded. 


If there be too much repletion, there mutt be evacuation; and 
that is known , by pain and beavineffe of the bead , long and 
troubled fleeps, troublefome dreams, fleep in the day-time after 
meals, laxinefe,wearinelfe, pain in the whole-body, or any part: 
thercof, want of appetite, crudities in the {tomach, fower bel- 
ching, binding of the belly, frequent dijtillations , jtopping of 
‘the nofe after fupper , with little excrement evacuated, and 
minch in the morning , much {pitting , unufual abundance of 
wind, and loofeneffe. If a change be to be made , it muft be by 
degrees, tillcome toa proportion not offending the fandtions 
of the body or mind; and feveral forts of meat are to be fbun- 
ned, at the fame time, fome being concocied fooner, others more 
| flowly, aud fo there is an evil concottion. The Quality of meat$ 
alfo is to be regarded, there being like food like fle(h, like meat 
‘Like nourifbment, And the temperate are bejt for all forts of 
perfons, efpecially for thofe well tempered . as flefh and bread 


of good juyce. The quality is to be heeded ; it altering the con- . 


flitution of the body, That is tobe ufed which is mot agree- 
able to every ones particular nature, age, temperature, dijtem= 
perature, and complexion. Young, bot, trong, and labouring 
men may eat bard & grofve meats,as beifesbacon,poudered fle|b 


aud fifh, bard cheefe , bard eggs, and rye-bread, &c. which

meats, as veal, lamb, capons, chickens, partridges, pheafants, 


or plovers, &c. in them, being too foo digested , and turned — 


into choller ; and milk is bejt for children, tender fleth for 


fuch as grow, andliquid meats for fuch as are fick, of foarp , 


difeafes. If the body be bound , the diet mujt be moilt, and of 
boiled meats; but dry, if moift. Sweet meats are bad for young 
children, and men, ant for bot ftomachs ;. but belp thofe that 


are old andcold. The bitter engender choller , burn blood, . 


and give no general nourifhment tothe whole, Sharp {pices 
burt tender bodies , -but the trong may eat them with groffe 
meats. Soure meats with fharp, as citrons, limons, oranges, 
and vineger burt cold stomachs, and finery parts; but if cold 
and ajtringent, as forrel, quinces, fervices, and medlars , they 
belp the ftomach eaten laft, except fubjeci to fluxes. Thofe over- 
falted ‘belp thofe only that toile and labour, caufing inflamma- 
tions and obftructions,&c, the Fatty ave good only for cold and 
dry ftomachs. All meats are to be given very bot to cold & 


raw ftomacks. They are to be contrary to the difeafe when fick, | 


that which is naturally or accidentaly loathed, is not to be ea- 
ten greedily when hungry, being turned into wind, belchings,. 
vimitings, and gripings. A {trong and good ftomach may tajle 
of all things, but not feed on them as nourifbments, The Time 
of eating, depends upon custome, but that houre may be omitted 
if the appetite be not quick, yet it’s mojt convenient to-eat 


twice in the day. The fupper, infome that are healthy and 


in the flower of youth, ought to be equal or larger than 


the dinner ; butin others more fparing; and the moft fea- 


fonable bour of dining , is about 2. or 3>houres before noon, 
and it’s moft wholfome: as for break ‘fajts, in clofe pla- 
ces, and times of fickneffe, they are very neceffary ; other- 
wife it’s beft to faft till dinner, where the air is clear, 
and wholfome, except growing or chollerick, the meals 
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ave to be often for children and much, little and often for old 
men, labourers very often, {c. 4. or 5. times in aday, if work- 
ing hard; and the time,quantity, and frequency may be altered 
by cuftom, fickneffe and appetite. &c. The Order of aliments 
is this, that thin meats, liquid , eafy of concoclion, loofening 
and eafily defcending , are to be firjt taken, and the contrary 
laft.
